American  Bible  Society. — Soon  after  the  fifteenth 
anniversary  of  the  American  Bible  Society  in  May 
last,  it  was  said  in  the  “  Monthly  Extracts,”  that 
this  Society  had,  for  the  coming  year,  four  objects  in 
view ; 

1.  To  redeem  its  heavy  debt  at  the  bank. 

2.  To  have  the  work  of  general  supply  completed. 

3.  To  have  Sunday-scliool  scholars  extensively  sup- 1 
plied  with  the  New  Testament 

4.  To  commence  measures  for  extensive  foreign  dis¬ 
tribution. 

As  the  year  specified  is  now  drawing  to  a  close,  it  will 
no  doubt  be  gratifying  to  many,  to  know  something  of 
the  progress  made  toward  the  accomplishment  of  these 
objects.  The  information  to  be  given  on  tliese  topics, 
is  not  of  so  favourable  a  character  as  could  be  desired ; 
not  so  favourable  as  will  be  given,  it  is  hoped,  at  the 
anniversary,  two  months  hence.  March  and  April 
are  two  important  months  for  Biblical  operations,  and 
if  the  auxiliaries  and  branch  Societies  will  each  do  a 
little,  and  do  it  promptly,  the  account  presented  in 
May  will  yet  be  of  a  cheering  character. 

As  to  the  bank  debt,  this  was  stated  in  the  last  an¬ 
nual  report  to  amount  to  >34,190.  It  has  since  been 
reduced  from  month  to  month,  until  its  present  amount 
is  $23,000.  The  Managers  are  anxious,  exceedingly 
anxious,  that  this  debt  should  be  entirely  removed  by 
the  time  of  the  nextanniversary.  This  money  is  borrow¬ 
ed  on  the  private  responsibility  of  a  few  individuals,  who 
ought  to  ^  relieved  from  this  responsibility.  It  is  also 
paying  interest,  and  thus  causing  a  constant  loss  to 
the  Bible  cause.  The  debt,  too,  prevents  the  procur¬ 
ing  of  new  stereotype  plates,  which  are  greatly  need¬ 
ed  for  a  new  reference  Bible,  and  modern  Greek  I’es- 
tament,  and  retards  also  the  contemplated  distribution 
of  the  Scriptures,  in  several  pagan  countries  where 
they  arc  solicited.  Every  friend  of  the  Bible  must 
see  the  great  importance  of  having  this  debt  paid  as 
soon  as  possible.  Let  those  auxiliaries  which  pur¬ 
chased  b<K)ks  on  credit  many  months  since,  make  a 
speedy  effort  to  pay  a  part,  at  least,  if  not  all  they 
owe  ;  and  let  those  which  have  donations  to  make, 
make  them  soon,  and  the  Parent  Society  will  come  to 
the  anniversary  free  from  all  bank  claims  at  least,  and 
ready  to  embark  vigorously  in  Uic  work  of  foreign 
distribution. 

In  relation  to  the  second  topic,  the  “  general  sup¬ 
ply,”  there  is  not  much  at  present  to  communicate. 
To  those  few  states  and  territories,  where  the  supply 
was  not  furnished  last  spring,  books  have  since  been 
forwarded,  nearly  or  quite  sufficient  to  complete  the 
supply.  Agents  of  the  Parent  Society,  and  those  of 
some  of  the  auxiliaries,  have  been,  and  are  still  en¬ 
gaged  in  distributing  these  books. 

Encouragement  has  been  given  from  almost  all  un¬ 
supplied  sections,  that  every  family  within  their  re¬ 
spective  limits  will  possess  a  copy  of  the  Bible  before 
May  next  It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  no  disap¬ 
pointment  of  expectation,  in  relation  to  any  stale  or 
county.  Should  an  auxiliary  stand  in  need  of  more 
hodis,  no  time  .should  be  lost  in  applying  for  them,  and 


cause  of  that  much  injured  people.

With  a  view  to  the  passing  of  some  resolutions  ex¬ 
pressive  of  their  feelings,  the  meeting  then  proceeded 
to  organize  itself  by  the  election  of  a  Secretary;  the 
Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  presiding.  Whereupon  the 
following  Resolutions,  introduced  by  Rev.  Dr.  Wain- 
wright,  and  seconded  by  Rev.  Dr.  l.ycll,  were  put  ami 
unanimously  carried. 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting,  the 
Oneida  Indians  at  Green  ^y  have  a  peculiar  claim  on 
the  Christian  sympathies  and  benevolence  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New-York. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  for  Propagating  the  Gospel  in  the 
State  of  New'-Y’^ork  be  requested  to  receive,  and  ap¬ 
propriate  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  the  most 
fit  and  proper,  contributions  for  the  religious  and  moral 
improvement  of  the  Oneidas  at  Green  Bay  ;  and  that 
the  said  Committee,  acting  in  concurrence  with  the 
several  Rectors  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  this  city,  have  power  to  adopt  all  suitable  measures 
for  procuring  funds  for  carrying  into  efl'cet  the  object 
of  this  Resolution. 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  employing  a  Mis¬ 
sionary  for  the  Oneida  Indians  at  Green  Bay  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  said  Committee  for  Propagating  the  Gos¬ 
pel. — Churchman. 

Maryland. — The  First  Annual  Report  of  the  Mary¬ 
land  Slate  Temperance  Society  has  been  sent  us.— 
This  document,  which  is  drawn  up  with  great  indus¬ 
try  and  ability,  represents  the  condition  and  prospects 
of  the  cause  in  Maryland  to  be  prosperous  and  flatter¬ 
ing.  Besides  a  large  number  of  Societies  not  report¬ 
ed,  the  State  Society  has  accounts  of  auxiliaries  num¬ 
bering  an  aggregate  of  6,914.  In  the  list  of  Societies 
published  in  our  paper  last  April,  but  2,190  members 
were  reported  for  Maryland,  being  less  than  one- 
third  of  the  present  number.  The  friends  of  temper¬ 
ance  in  Maryland  have  great  reason  to  be  encouraged 
by  this  result ;  it  show’s  what  can  be  done  with  proper 
exertions,  and  we  hope  will  incite  to  renewed  and  in¬ 
creased  effort.  By  the  census  of  1830  Maryland  con¬ 
tains  a  population  of  446,913,  scarce  one-fiftietli  part 
of  whom  are  yet  pledged  on  the  side  of  temperance. 
We  hope  before  the  next  Annual  Report  the  number 
will  be  doubled. — Journal  ef  Hun.anily. 

Facts,  condensed  from  the  first  Annual  Report  of 
the  Maryland  State  Temperance  Society,  March, 
1832. 

The  Warden  of  the  Baltimore  jail  states  that  there 
were  2322  persons  committed  to  jail  in  the  year  end¬ 
ing  November,  1831.  Of  tliese,  424  were  in  a  slate 
of  actual  intoxication  when  received,  and  in  his  opi¬ 
nion  eight  out  often  of  the  whole  number  were  intem¬ 
perate. 

In  Prince  George’s  county  (Md.)  144  persons  who 
have  made  themselves  paupers  and  pensioners  by  in¬ 
temperance,  are  supported  by  a  direct  tax  upon  the 
people  of  $2,943. 

In  Annapolis,  the  capital  of  the  State,  $6,770  is  paid 
by  the  people  to  support  paupers  and  pensioners  made 


average  price  of  about  $4  50  per  acre.  Some  of  the 
most  valuable  lots  still  remain  unsold.  These  are 
still  offered  to  purchasers.  We  have  thought  it  pro¬ 
per,  tlierefore,  to  ^ive  publicity  to  the  following  opin¬ 
ion  in  relation  to  the  validity  of  the  titles  from  four  of 
the  most  distinguished  jurists  of  our  State.

That  the  Right  Rev.  Philander  Chase, 
now  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Ep'uscopal  Cluirch  in  the 
Diocese  ot  Ohio,  R.  Searle,  I.  .Morse,  E.  B.  Kellogg, 
S.  Johnston,  B.  Wells,  W.  K.  Bond,  J.  Johnston,  and 
C.  Hammond,  the  presentTrustecs  of  the  said  Seminary 
and  their  successors,  appointed  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  said  Seminary,  as  now' 
established,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  bwly 
corporate  end  politic  in  name  and  fact,  by  the  name 
of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  succession,  &c.”  “onti  by  that  name  and 
style  shall  be  capable  in  law  and  equity  of  taking  and 
holding  by  devise  and  otherwise,  or  of  purchasing, 
holding,  and  enjoying  to  them  and  their  successors  any 
real  estate  in  fee  simide  or  otherw  ise,  and  any  goods, 
chattels,  and  personal  estate,  and  of  selling,  leasing, 
mortgaging,  or  otherwise  disposing  of  said  real  estate 
or  any  part  thereof,  as  they  may  think  proper,”  ^c. 
Again,  in  Sec.  2.  it  is  furiher  enacted.  “  That  the 
present  Trustees  of  said  Seminary  and  their  succes¬ 
sors  in  qfice,  under  the  Constitution  thereof,”  «S:c.

By  a  deed, 
duly  executed,  acknow’ledged  and  recorded  under  the 
laws  of  Ohio,  William  and  Mary  llogg,  of  Fayette 
county,  Pennsylvania,  on  the  20th  day  of  September, 
in  the  year  1827,  conveyed  “  to  the  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Dio¬ 
cese  of  Ohio,  and  to  their  successors  in  fee  simple  for 
ever,”  two  tracts  of  land,  each  of  four  thousand  acres, 
being  the  1st  Qr.  of  6th  Township  in  12th  Range — 
and  the  4th  Qr.  of  7th  Township  in  the  12th  Range  of 
U.  States’  Militia  liands.  One  of  which  tracts  of 
land  is  now  offered  for  sale  by  the  present  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  said  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Pro¬ 
testant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  the 
successors  in  office  of  the  Board  constituted  by  the 
Act  of  Incorporation,  regularly  appointed,  in  con¬ 
formity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  as  now 
existing. 

There  can  seem  to  be  no  doubt  that  the  legal  title 
to  the  above  named  premises  is  fully  vested  in  the 
above  named  Corporation,  whose  Trustees  are  fully 
authorized  and  empowered  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the 
property,  and  make  full  and  complete  titles  to  the  pur¬ 
chasers.  With  the  application  of  the  funds  the  pur¬ 
chaser  has  nothing  to  do;  for  any  departure  from  the 
established  Canonsof  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  the  U.  States,  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Ohio  Seini- 
nary*  they  may  be  accountable,  but  nov  in  Courts  of 
law.  The  Constitution  of  the  Seminary  habvegulatcd 
that  matter. 

We  arc,  therefore,  clearly  and  decidedly  of  opinion 
that  the  present  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  may  sell, 
lease,  mortgage,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  lands  be¬ 
longing  to  them,  and  apply  the  avails  thereof  to  the 
benefit  and  advantage  of  the  Seminary  ns  they  may 
deem  expedient — and  that  good  and  clear  titles  can 
be  made  to  the  purchasers  at  any  sales  they  may  di- 
rect.

As  very  many 
counties  in  New-England,  New-York,  New-Jersey, 
Pennsylvania,  and  Maryland,  have  ordered  no  books 
since  the  last  anniversary,  this  recommendation  can¬ 
not  have  been  extensively  followed  ;  and  some  tliou- 
sands  of  families  within  these  favoured  states  are, 
beyond  doubt  now  living  as  destitute  of  the  Bible  as 
any  in  the  centre  of  China  or  Africa.  Such  a  state 
of  things  is  wrong,  and  ought  at  once  to  receive  the 
attention  of  those  who  know  the  value  of  the  Bible, 
and  who 'would  not  for  the  world,  train  up  their  own 
households  without  it.
